3. During the interview, applicant agreed to cancel claim 19 because the limitations of claim 
19 are recited in claim 20. The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 19 has been canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 20, 28 and 
32 were indicated allowable. The original independent claim 17 has been amended to depend 
from the allowable claim 20. The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a 
motivation to provide for a traction drive including a carrier, a center shaft rotatably journaled in 
the carrier, a hub surrounding the shaft, wherein the carrier comprises a plurality of pockets 
having radially outwardly directed seats and planet axles received in the pockets and supported 
on the seats as defined by the limitations of claim 1 . The prior art of record does not disclose or 
render obvious a motivation to provide for a hub assembly including a carrier, a center shaft 
located within the carrier, a hub surrounding the carrier, wherein the shaft has a spindle 
containing sockets that open outwardly, first and second sun rollers have sockets that open 
toward the sockets of the spindle, the shaft further comprises elements located in the sockets to 
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connect the sun rollers to the shaft as defined by the limitations of claims 20 and 28. The prior 
art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a hub assembly 
including a carrier, a center shaft located, a hub surrounding the shaft, first and sun rollers 
connected to the shaft by a camming mechanism, and first and second rollers located around the 
axles of the carrier as defined by the limitations of claim 32.
